After the election 


Kerr oarno to Indianapolis and sued in 
the Supreme Court for a writ of'man- 
damus to compel the delivery of the 
opinions to him.

Democratic, issued the writ, and.thus 
he became reporter, actually stealing 
the office, and crowding Mr. Harrison 
out of it by a flagrant and unpatriotic 
trick.

WASHINGTON, June l.—Tho nub- 


judiciary committee mot again this 
morning and continued the examina- 
tion of James Mulligan. Witness said 
he wanted to make a statement before 
continuing his examination. 
He said 


when he ai rived bore a note came to his 
room from Blaine, requesting witness 
and Fisher to call at his house. 
Wit- 


ness declined to go, but Fisher went. 
After witness testified yesterday Blaino 
called upon him and wanted him 'o 
give up some letters that were in his 
possession, which witness declined to 
do. 
Witness said hlainc almost got 


down on his knees and < plead for the 
letters, and whon witness declined Mr. 
Blaine asked him to think of his wife 
and six children. lie besought wit- 
ness, and almost contemplated suicide. 
Witness then allowed Ulaine to take 
them, under pledge that he would re-. 
turn thorn. 
He looked them over and 


did return them. This was in the pres- 
ence of Foster and Atkins. 
Witness 


then retired to his room and Blaine1 


followed around and wanted to look at 
the letters again. He allowed Blaine to 
take them', and he refused to return1 


them, and still retains Jthem. There 
were about 18 letters. While thisstate-i 
ment was being made, Blaine sat at ta- 
ble opposite witness; and he laughed' 
outright at the remark about snioide, 
and when witness closed, Biaine at onco 
asked to be sworn and be allowed -to] 
make a' counter-statement. 


The chairman objected to it, at that! 


time, but assured Blaine he should havo 
an opportunity. 
Witness was asked if! 


he know tho contents of these letters,' 
and what, the contents were. 


' Blaine objected to giving the contents 


of letters until ho made a count6r state* 
ment. 


Fryo said, 
assuming the statement 


about letters to be as witness1 had stat- 
ed, ho thought it proper for Blaine tq 
bo heard. 
Those letters were private 


letters of Blaine to Fisher. They were 
kept in Fisher's safe, and witness had 
no business with them. They referred 
in no manner whatever to the Union 
Pacific bonds that were represented as 
going to Col. Scott. 


Hunton thought the committee, in 


the absence of the letters themselves, 
had a right to inquire about the oonr 
tents. 
Let Blaine put the letters into 


the hands of the committee, and let the 
icmmittee decide for themselves. 
The 


commitee decided that witness should 
bo examined first, and ho was asked 
about the contents of tho letters and he 
said that ono of them contained an al- 
usion to tho bonds, and that Blaine in 
one of them, said ho didn't have the 
money in his possession 48 hours. Wit- 
ness further said that when they were 
alone last night, Blaine talked politics 
lo him, and asked him how he would 
like to run a committee, and if he would 
like a consulship, &o. 


Blaine said on the ground of fair 


play, he thought he should b'e allowed 


make a statement in relation to what 


transpired last, night because of this 
statement 
by witness. He thought 


be could simplify the business of tho 
committee by making hia statement be- 
fore they proceeded to examine wit- 
ness.

hotel, and talked with all of them for 
some time. He had known Mulligan 
or twenty-five years. He had been

>rothers-in law.and in that capacity had 
obtained possession of many private 
matters, not in any way connected with 
,his case, but concerning 
persons, 


many dating back before Blaine came 
o congress. 
Ila found only one of 


bcse letters relative to this case, and 
bis he returned to Mulligon, but kept 
others for reasons that he was exas- 
>eratcd by Mulligan's announcing hie 
lot-ermination-to publish them, if ahy- 
>ody impugned his character or testi- 
mony. 
Blaine, then, in the presence 


if Fisher and Atkins, told Mulligan 
hat as these had no bearing on the 
3ase,and were improperly in his (Mnl- 
igan's) possession, witness wouldn't 
eturn them. He called in two lawyer 
riends, read them the letters and told 
hem he would, to <Jay, lay the letiers 
iefore two of tho wisest counselors in 
tVas.hington, and if they said there was 


the 
He 


nything in the letters bearing on 
aso, he would relinquish them. 
onsidered Mulligan, might just as well 


go to his house and take his own priv- 
ate letters and Uy them before this 
committee. 


Chairman Hunton asked Blaine to 


submit a memorandum made from 
them by Mulligan, to the committee, 
for their private examination. 


Blaine said that ho must, for the 


present, decline to do so, but if in the 
judgment of counsel, they had any 
bearing whatever ou tha question, he 
would produce them. Ho didn't want 
tho committee's verdict on tho pending 
charge to be delayed by their going in- 
to purely private matters outside tho 
case. 


The following are Elaine's words 


concerning the letters which Mulligan 
held : I found that my private cor- 
respondence hung by a thread of his 
taking offence at a thousand and one 
paragraphs that might be set afloat in 
tho papers aud I said to him, under 
this circumstance, I will not give these 
letters up, and in order that he might 
not be mistaken as to the ground of my 
action, I called Atkins from* the lower 
room, for I wanted to tell him the 
ground on which I stood. 
I said, I 


will not return those letters because yon 
threaten to make a uso of them which 
is illegal, which is unfair, which is en- 
tirely nnj.ust, and I have no idea that 
any man shall take my private corre- 
spondence and hold it as a menace over 
my head, to be used at his beck or for 
his own purposes, or under somebody's 
direction. 
We went .down stairs and 


he repeated and reaffirmed his statement 
with very great emphasis and I said, 
"very good, I will retain the letters." 
When I went home, I sent for two 
friends, one a member of the House 
and the 
other 
a lawyer 
in 
this 


city. I laid every one of these letters 
before them. 
These letters which 


"would disgrace me for life, and send 
my children sorrowing to the grave," 
and all that. I sat down and read ev- 
ery one of them, just in the order in 
whioh they were marked and numbered 
by Mulligan, himself, and said to these 
gentlemen, after consultation, I am go- 
ing to submit these to two of the wisest 
and best counsel that I can find in the 
city of Washington, to-morrow, that is 
to day, and I will be guided entirely by 
their action. I shall take before the 
judiciary committee, if they say, any 
of these letters I should be in duty 
bound to deliver them. 
If they inti- 


mate to me that there is anything in 
the letters whioh bears even remotely 
or otherwise upon the subject of those 
interviews, these letters shall be deliv- 
ered. 
Blaine .went on to say that while 


there was nothing in the letters which 
he had road to his friends, for which he 
need blush, ho did not wish tho old 
transactions to which they related rcviv- 


There was another reason whioh 


made if, exasperating to me, that is, that 
in the month of September, 1872, 
Fisher and I, after very long and very 
pleasant business transactions, extend- 
ing back to a period whon I was a 
youngjaan, had, a settlement, in which 
we exchanged receipts in full. 
I think
